geles. Currently, he ranks fourth 
nationally. 

“J wish I could say all those 
earnings were clear profit,” Wiley 
says, “but cost of travel, lodging 
and entry fees eat up about 70% 
of it — and that doesn’t include 
the cost of providing for.a wife 
and two small daughters back 


‘hhome.” 


After being graduated from col- 
lege, he took a job with the coun- 
ty road department, but kept prac- 
ticing his roping, often until 10 
o’clock at night, seven days. a 
week, in his little arena near Por- 
tervlle. 

His blond wife Sonja, admits 
those were rough years. “More 
often than not we ate supper as 


‘late as midnight to let Bob prac- 


tice his roping as long as he want- 
ed”, she states. ‘‘He really want- 
ed to become a champion ‘roper 
‘even though he was better known 
as a football player then.”’ 

He won the calf roping event 
at Springville in 1960 and repeat- 
ed in the four succeeding years, an 
achievement no other roper has yet 
attained. In this year’s Spring- 
vlle-Sierra rodeo. he was beaten 
but he didn’t mind a bit — the lad 
who bested him, young Jim Shep- 
pherd of Porterville, is one of his 
students in his junior roping class. 

In addition to his roping and 
football, Wiley was quite a sprinter 
in high school. He was lead-off 
man for the Vikings’ 880 yard re- 
lay team, anchored by the immor- 
tal decathlon champion, Rafer 
Johnson, that set a national rec- 
ord for high schools at the West 
Coast Relays in 1954. 

When not rodeoing, Wiley has 
worked the last three years for the 
Tulare county Sheriff's office. He 
has a degree in law enforcement.
